As soon as he received the redeemed clothing he took 
the tram and proceeded back to his hotel. * 

He said that he is very well known around the 
Shanghai dance halls, cafes etc., for his numerous fights. 

Once when I asked him about the possibility of | 


travelling to Java without a passport, he told me how he haa 


helped some Chinese students to reach Java without the 
passports. 

He usually put such passengers in the cooks galley 
on one of the Dutch steamers plying between Shanghai and 
Java, and the cook keeps them there until the boat enters 
the port. After a waiting a couple of hours, when every- 
thing is quiet, the cook sends them ashore to a certain 
address posing as members of the crew. This method of 
transportation is cheaper than travelling on a ticket and 
he says he has already sent four students of Chinan 
University. 

He asked me whether I would like to go Java or. Amoy 
as he could fix everything for me.

It appears that instead of devoting himself to his 
sohoolwork he wasted his time and money on everything 
' but his atudies, 

In 1927 he obtained through the eae ee of this 

Consulate General a substantial sum of money from his 
, father to pay his debts, 

In 1928 further assistance was refused to him on 
account of his misbehaviour in this office. 

In the beginning of ‘this year he approached the Con- 
sulate again, telling all sorts of lies and asking again 
for financial assistance from home. 

It appears that during the greater part of last year he 

7 _he lived at the Tung Nan Hotel,563 North Szechuen Road, Bens oe 
a a. leaving there an unpaid bill of more than $ 300,--. He 
, gave his Netherlands' passport to the manager by way of 


security, stating to the Consulate that he had lost it.

‘should not allow his son to stay any longer in Shanghai 
without proper supervision and I am now requested to pay 
his debt to the Tung Nan Hotel and to arrange for his 
passage home. 

During the first three months of this year Soei 
omitted to repeat his registration with this Consulate 
General as a Netherlands' subject so that the Immigration: 
Rules become applicable to him and enquiries have to be 
made as to his antecedents. 

I saw Soei for the last time on Saturday, when he 
left in an angry mood because I did not want to give him 
money excevt for his meals. 

His last know address was c/o Cheng Ping-tan, 151 
Wingon Lee, N.Szechuen Road. Before that he used to live 
at 130 Boone Road and in the Honan Hotel, 460 North Honan 
Road. A certain Lin Hoe-hai (44 ## @) , student at Futan 
University appears to have assisted Soei lately. 

On the bill of the Tung Nan Hotel apneared one item - 
for bail money, advanced to obtain Soeits release from 
custody at a Chinese Police Station, whence he had been 
brought after a brawl with a constable. Otherwise I do 
not know of any event which brought him in conflict with 
the law although I would not be surprised to hear of his 
entertaining relations with extremist students or being 


addicted to narcotics. In case the Police have. ‘any infor- 


mation concerning his activities I should be greatly obliged,
